IB Kept Secret 


Washington, May 28 Wi—Presi- 


dent Truman today conferred for 
nearly an hour with-former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover on European 
relief needs. 


While Mr. Hoover would not 


discuss the conference, the White 
House indicated there might l>e 
comment from that source later in 
the day. 


Meanwhile, the President 
in- 


vited Thomas E. Dewey and Alf 
VI. Landon, former Republican 
^residential nominees, to visit the 
White House at any time to con- 
sult with him on national or in- 
ternational issues. 


Mr. Hoover emerged smiling 


from his 50-miniite talk with Mr. 
Truman; 


He said he was sorry to disap- 


point wailing newspaper report- 
ers, but "the President of the 
United States lias the right to 
make his own statements." 
"There's no right of a visitor to 


say anything about his talks wilh 
the 
President," 
Hoover 
com- 


mented, adding that he was "sorry 
to disappoint." 
Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 


made the announcement that the 
President had invited Dewey, New 
York governor and 1944 Republi- 
can presidential candidate, and 
Landon, 1936 presidential nominee 
and former governor of Kansas, to 
the White House. 
Apparently seeking further bi- 


partisan support for his plans for 
the nation, Mr. Truman wrote the 
two former Republican nominees 
"to drop in for a talk at any time 
they happen to be in Washington," 
Ross told his news conference. 


On Own Initiative 


Ross said the President took 


this step on his own initiative and 
without any request of the Repub- 
lican leaders for such consulta- 
tions. 


"The President didn't mention 


any specific subjects in his let- 
ters." Rose said, "but just invited 
them,to drop by any time tbey 
cared to when they happened to 
be in Washington to discuss what- 
ever they may have on their 
minds." 


Ross noted that Mr. Truman 
had similarly taken the initiative 
in the invitation of Mr. Hoover. 


Ross told newsmen that the con- 


ference between the President and 
Mr. Hoover was "a pleasant meet- 
ing. The President found that Mr. 
Hoover had some very construc- 
tive ideas which the President was 
glad to receive." 


Ross made no mention of the 


possibility of another meeting be- 
tween the two nor did he give any 
indication that they had discussed 
the possibility of an, administra- 
tion .job for Mr. Hoover. 


The 70-year-old Republican lead- 


er, making his first visit to the 
Pennsylvania avenue mansion in 
more than 12 years, arrived aione. 


Entering the executive offices at 


10:25 a. m., Eastern War Time, he 
paused briefly at the request of 
photographers and newsreel cam- 
ermen, and then went to Mr. Tru- 
man's offices for a 30-minute con- 
ference. 
- 


The White House withheld com- 


ment on- suggestions that 
the 


former president be considered for 
a post in the European relief set- 
up, but emphasized the importance 
it attaches to his views . 


Chairman Thomas (D.-Okla.) of 


the Senate Agriculture Committee 
said he thought the 70-year old 
Republican leader's record as food 
administrator and European relief 
director a quarter of a century ago 
merited his being considered for 


now. 


Splendid Gesture 


Senator Wiley (R.-Wis.), long 
an advocate of a wartime post for 
Mr. Hoover, called the President's 
invitation "a splendid nonpartisan 
gesture" and added "I trust and 
believe that he will follow through 
on it." 


Today's trip to the White House, 


believed to be Mr. Hoover's first 
since he left the presidency more 
lhan 12 years ago. was interpre- 
ted by observers «s a bid by Mr. 
Truman to unify support behind 
the European relief program. 


Mr. Hoover has called repeated- 


ly for stepping up the flow of food 
to Europe. In a V-E Day address 
in New York May 8 he said that 
quicker action was imperative. 


He proposed at that lime the 


army be given the responsibility 
>f feeding 
Europe unless 
the 
j'nitcd Nations Relief and Rehabi- 
litation Administration could pet 
larger quantities of supplies flow- i 
ing immediately.

THE ISLANDS OF THE PACIFIC 


An • result of the last war, Japan came into 


possession of some 1,500 Islands in the Pacific by 
mandate from the League of Nations. This area 
Is collectively called Micronesia and Includes the 
Marianas, the Carolines and the Marshalls. They 
lie In an imaginary rectangle 2,500 miles from cast 
to west and 1,200 miles from north to south. But 
actually, their land area is 836 square miles. In 
addition, the Japanese held the Boniii Islands, the 
Pescadores, and Formosa. 


The United States held, prior to the war, the 


Hawaiian Islands, Wake Island, Guam, Midway, 
and the Philippines. 


The British held the Gilbert, Solomon, Fiji and 


parts of New Hebrides and New Guinea, part of 
Borneo and of course, Australia and New Zealand, 
which are dominions in the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. And to this list might be added Hong- 
kong off the China coast. 


The Dutch held Sumatra, Java and Bali. Timor. 


pirt of Borneo, Moluccas and part of New Guinea. 


There are so many islands In the Pacific that 


this docs not name all, but sullicicnt to show the 
picture. 


Some of these Islands have great 
economic 


value; some are 
only 
of strategic importance. 


Some are worthless. 


In this war, most of those recaptured from the 


Japanese, thus far, have been taken by Americans 
under General MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz. 
In fact, the Americans have moved upon undis- 
putablc Japanese territory at I wo Jimu and Oki- 
nawa. The British, out o[ Australia, have aided 
In this recapture somewhat; the Dulch find 
the 


French, who have major interests at stake, have 
been unable to do anythine at all. As a matter of 
cold historical fact, no European nations was able 
to defend its empire in Asia, that function JiavjiiK 
fallen to the United States to a very jjrcat extent 
while the European war continued, and the situa- 
tion has changed little since V-E Day. 


The problem naturally arises as to what the 


United States is to do with the islands American 
troops have recaptured from the Japanese. 
The 


European nations would prefer 11 "IrusU'eshlp" in 
which tiny participate although Hie Dutcii and the 
French cannot protect these ureas or even hold 
them unnided. Russia Is still neutral In this war. 
Americans arc split between those- who generously 
hold that American blood was spilled for the United 
Notions and those who insist thai American blood 
was spilled for the United Slates. That controversy 
raged at San Francisco and will ho continued in 
the United States Senate. The historic fact stands 
out sharply that had Japan not held the mandated 
islands, it would have been impossible for 
that 


country to have attacked the American fleet at 
Pearl Harbor/ 


Perhaps the most primitive human beings in all 


the world live on some of these islands and few of 
them art of economic value. Those that are will 
undoubtedly be claimed by their recent owners. 
Great Britain, Holland, and France. Those that 
are of strategic value, as defenses of the American 
continent, should be retained by the United States 
alone as the conquering country. The assumption 
that there will be no more wars' is as lofty today 
as » desire for universal peace was when Isaiah 
and Micah prophesied but that is no insuram 
policy.

With the 25th Division at Balctc 


Pass, Luzon-(by wireless)—It was 
raining when we stopped at the 
hillside tent of Col. Victor L. John- 
son. Jr., commanding officer of the 
161st Infantry Regiment. 


Colonel Johnson was graduated 


from West Point six years ago. He 
is 27—and nobody around here 
knows of a younger full colonel in 
command of a line regiment any- 
where. Johnson's parents live in 
Slingerlands, N. Y, 


He is a big good-looking fellow 


and likes to get around. I found 
out about that the hard way. He 
was planning to visit a new com- 
mand post of his First Battalion, 
and invited us, to come along in 
his jeep. He started up a hilly 
road which had existed only a 
week. The rains were turning it 
to deep-rutted gluey mud. 


At one long steep rise the jeep 


rebelled, and we had to walk while 
the driver took the lightened ve- 
hicle ahead. I was panting when 
we got to a level space and piled 
back in the jeep. Farther on the 
road became entirely impassable. 
Wo got out and walked cross coun- 
try to a little observation post. 
Thc colonel remarked casually as 
wc walked that the Japs had a 
machine gun on the opposite ridge. 


"1 don't know, why they're not 


firing at us," he said. 


Neither did I. and the matter 


interested me more than it seem- 
ed 4o interest the colonel. 


Men at the observation post 


pointed out a dead Jap on the 
hillside below that machine gun 
nest. 


"Our 105s did a little sniping on 


him," somebody explained. (A 105 
is about a four-inch cannon; that's 
sonic sniping). 


We trudged on up the road and 


turned off again, this time down 
some crude steps braced with 
lengths of wood but by now 50 
thick with slippery 
mud from 


many boots that l" negotiated it 
with feet sidewisc a la Charlie 
Chaplin. 


At the foot of the step? wc 


reached the command post of .Maj. 


Stanley R. McNatt of Mescalero, 
N. M., commanding officer of John- 
son's First Battalion. The post 
had been installed the night be- 
fore in captured Jap caves, and 
very snugly too. except that we 
were within range of a Jap mortar 
on the ridge to the south. (The 
mortar was captured the next 
day and the crew killed). 


I'd been talking to officers when 


somebody 
remarked 
that Bob 


Scripps was waiting to see me. I 
turned around and here was a 
figure out of Bill Mauldin's car- 
toons—a lean, long, unshaven man 
of 27 in muddy fatigues. 


Bob had been a corporal the 


last I had heard. Now he was a 
buck sergeant, and acting staff 
sergeant. He was the top noncom 
in the 161st Regiment's "I and R" 
platoon—the intelligence and ro- 
connaisance unit. These are pick- 
ed men who have the important 
function of tracing Jap positions 
and movements, both by going on 
patrols and by manning forward 
O.P.'s—observation posts, such as 
the one Bob had just trudged 
down from. 


Bob came overseas right after 


Pearl Harbor, and like everybody 
else he would rather be home. I 
asked if he was going into the 
newspaper business when he got 
out of the army. 


"Well, I was trying to be a 


farmer before the war." he said. 


Well, every man has a right to 


pick his own vocation. And some- 
times, on days like this. I think 
a nice quiet farm, preferably dairy 
might be a sight better than news- 
papering. 


It w'as raining hard now, and 


Colonel Johnson was ready to go 
on back and I decided I'd gone as 
far forward as seemed justified 
anyway.

At the meeting of the Common 


Council on April 16, 1931. the bus 
committee submitted a report 
voring the extension of bus serv- 
ice on both sides of Broadway. 
The report was adopted, and, ac- 
cording to an old newspaper clip- 
ping, the new service was to start 
on May 3 of that year. 


Under the proposed new routing 


the Hasbrouck avenue line was to 
be shortened, running only as lar 
as Broadway and Cornell street, 
and spreading out through Clifton 
avenue and vicinity, while a new 
route would be established to op- 
erate through Mary's avenue past 
the 
Benedictine Hospital 
and 


through Montrepose avenue. 


The only through bus line be- 


tween both ends of the city under 
tlie plan would be the Broadway 
line, which would operate as us- 
ual. 


The new idea was tried out for 


a certain period, but both the Clif- 
ton avenue area and the Mary's 
avenue area were abandoned af- 
ter several months of operation 
for, lack of patronage.- 


A'ftcr operating a store at 626 


Broadway for SI years, the Misses 
A. and E. Lantry closed the store 
and sold the stock and fixtures 
to the Rose and Gorman store on 
April 15. 1931. 


Older readers will recall the 


years when the Lantry store was 
operating on upper Broadway. 


Leafing back the pages of the 


city's history to April 12. 1921, 
Policeman Edwin Shader that day 
filed his resignation . as a mem- 
ber of the Kingston Police De- 
partment. effective June 14, of 
that year, when he rounded out 
30 years as an eflicient member 
of the police force.
